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1 . In view of the numerous claims on appeal and in view of the numerous claim 
rejections under the prior art submitted for Board review, it is requested that appellant 
assist the examiner in detailed review of any future submitted Appeal Brief to ensure 
that all claim status and arguments toward claim rejections are complete and correct. 
To the extent that the multiple Notices of Non-Compliant Brief previously submitted to 
appellant (including the Non-Compliant Notice generated in response to the Board of 
Appeals "Order Returning Undocketed Appeal" of 3/1 1/09) could be considered as 
oversight by the Patent Office, any inconvenience caused appellant is regretted. 

2. The examiner has identified the defects in the brief filed 8/13/09 as listed below. 

In the "Status of Claims" section of the brief, appellant has failed to list any status for 
pending claims 4-6. These claims should be included in the listing of withdrawn claims.
